5 hurt in grenade attack 
on Israeli office in Cyprus 


NICOSIA (UPI). — A youth claim- 
ing to be a Palestinian living in 
Lebanon threw two grenades into 
the Israeli-owned Shoham shipping 
and travel agency offices in the 
southern Cypriot port of Limassol 
yesterday, wounding two men and 
three women, police said. 

A police statement said that the 
youth entered the offices and tossed 
two hand grenades, one of which 
exploded. Two men aged between 
31 and 41 were seriousbr injured by 
the blast, and three women aged 
between 19 and 25 were slightly 
.hurt. Jt said all were Greek- Cypriot 


employees of the company, and 
' were rushed to a hospital. 

Police said the bomber fled, firing 
a pistol at employees and passers-by 
who chased him. Then an off-duty 
policeman grabbed the man and dis- 
armed him with the help of the 
others. None of tbe pursuers -was in- 
jured. 

“Both the man’s allegation that 
he is a Palestinian residing in 
Lebanon and his identity are being 
checked” the police said. They 
seized from the suspect an 
automatic pistol and a magazine 
with five rounds in it. .. .

Goren, who' is chairman of the 
World Jewish Committee for the 
Preservation of Jewish Cemeteries 
in Eastern. Europe, explained that in 
1976, die Polish government bad 
planned to run a highway through 
Warsaw’s ancient Jewish 
cemetery. “We interceded, and 
the Polish government then ruled 
that the state could touch Jewish 
graves only with the express permis- 
sion OF an Orthodox rabbi. Now the 
Israeli attorney-general has given 
the gentile governments the go- 
ahead to desecrate Jewish graves. 

The council re-endorsed its 
resolution of August 26, when sup- 
porting the Chief Rabbi’s halachic 
ruling of the week before, it ruled 
that “the whole southern dope of 
the Temple Mount, including the 
- whole of the City of David and Area 
G» are the site of an ancient Jewish 
..cemetery." 

But in its decision yesterday, the 
council carefully referred not to the 
whole southern dope but to “the ex- 
istence of an ancient Jewish 
cemetery on the southern slope of 
. the Temple Mount, including all of 
AreaG.” 

Rabbi Goren last dismissed the 
change of geographic definition as * 
insignificant, but knowledgeable 
observers suggested that “constric- 
tion” of the area deemed a 
cemetery may be a signal of die 
council’s (and Goreh’s) desire to 
move towards a compromise.

Pinned down in their advance this 
summer on the city in which David 
reigned, archeologists outflanked 
religious skirmish lines to reach the 
Jerusalem that Abraham may have 
known. 

Dr. Yjgal Shflo of the Hebrew 
University, director of the City of 
David dig, stud yesterday that his 
archeological team had uncovered 
the first extensive section of the 
Jebusite city wall from the 
Patriarchal period (18tfa-16th cen- 
turies BCE). 

Fresh from his legal triumph over 
the rabbinical authorities, who had 
sought to ban the City of David ex- 
cavations, Shflo outlined the 
achievements of this season’s just- 
concluded dig to a press conference 
attended by an unusually large 
number of local and foreign cor- 
respondents. 

The fragment of the city wall 
from the Patriarchal period, 
situated outside the controversial 
Area G, was preserved for a length 
of 1 8 metres and a height of up to 
four metres. Small sections of this 
wall were identified by archeologist 
Kathleen Kenyon two decades ago. 

The delay in the Area G excava- 
tions caused by this summer's con- 
troversies prevented the complete 
uncovering of the monumental, 
stepped structure that was the focus 
oflast year's excavations. Thcstruc- 
ture has been exposed to a height of 
16 metres, but Shito said that its 
lower -layers have 'not yet been 
reached.

CAIRO. — Egypt is pressing for 
“contact” between the 
autonomy negotiations and the 
Palestinians — and has im- 
mediately run into a wall of 
Israeli reservations. “The Egyp-. 
tian demands are dangerous,” 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
said here last night, after the 
first day of the resumed 
autonomy negotiations. “Israel 
is undertaking confidence- 
building measures (in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza) and we don't 
n eed to share the credit for them 
with others.” 

“We’re not interested in taking 
credit,” responded Egyptian 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Butros Ghali, in as interview with 
The Jerusalem Post. “What’s impor- 
tant is that our negotiations be 
related to the Palestinians. ..their 
responses and their attitudes. 
Otherwise it will just be an 
academic discussion again.” 

Top officials of the two countries 
and of the U.S. delegation sat late 
into the night seeking wording for 
an official communique that could 
somehow accommodate the 
divergent positions. 

Israel’s chief negotiator, Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg, said the Egyp- 
tians want specific references to 
“contact with the Palestinians" and 
to “confidence-building measures” 
in the formal agenda of the negotia- 
tions. But Ghali said Egypt is 
prepared to dispense with an 
agenda altogether. The main thing, 
he said, is how the “contact” and 
the “measures” are actually 
implemented. 

The negotiations reopened 
yesterday morning at the Mena 
House Hotel here, after a suspen- 
sion of 15 months. “New hope has 
arisen for the success of the talks,” 
Egypt’s deputy premier and head of 
delegation Kemal Hassan Ali 
declared in a brief address. He 
grounded the “new hope" in “the 
new American administration and 
the recent elections in Israel” 

Both Ali and Burg pledged 
goodwill and determination to pur- 
sue the talks with energy and as- 
siduity. 

The working sessions that fol- 
lowed centred in the main on the is- 
sue of Palestinian involvement in 
the process. Sharon spoke at length 


of his recent and ongoing measures 
to reduce tension on the West 
Bank, citing die removal of army 
roadblocks, the extension of univer- 
sity courses in Gaza, and the policy 
announced earlier this week of 
separating defence and security af- 
fairs from the civilian administra- 


tion. 

“They welcomed these steps — 
but they want more, of course,” said 
Sharon and Burg later, describing 
the Egyptian reaction to the new 
Israeli measures. 

Ghali echoed this in tbe inter- 
view. “We asked for additional 
measures,” he said. “And we want 
to be kept informed of them.” 

Ghali conceded that Sharon's ad- 
vent seemed to signal something of 
a new approach on Israel’s part, 
“This is the first time we hear clear, 
open promises..Already this is a 
positive element,” he said. If 
Sharon is indeed seeking out con- 
tacts with moderate Palestinian 
leadrr. on the West Bank, the 
Eg\ . added, that, too, is' a 
welcome development “If he can 
reach them — why not?” 

But the Egyptians want — ac- 
cording to the Israeli negotiators — 
ongoing, institutionalized contact 
between the autonomy talks and the 
Palestinians, and Israel cannot ac- 
cept that.

Sharon: No to return 
of West Bank mayors

Milhem, to be allowed to return to 
their homes. 

“The government’s policy toward 
collaborators with the PLO is 
dear,” Sharon told reporters in 
response to questions on the 
mayors’ request. 


U.S. supplies Afghans with Soviet arms 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat says the 
U.S. has been buying Soviet 
weapons from Egypt for nearly two 
years and airlifting them to guerril- 
las battling the Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan. 

“Let me reveal this secret,” Sadat 
said in an interview on Tuesday with 
NBC News taped in Cairo. “The 
first moment the Afghani incident 
took place, the U.S. contacted me 
here and the transport of arma- 
ments to the Afghanis started from 
Cairo on U.S. planes.” 

Sadat said Washington asked him 
to provide the arms immediately 
after the Soviet invasion of 


Afghanistan in December 1979. He 
said Washington paid for the 
weapons. 

“I opened my stores to them (the 
Afghanis),” the Egyptian president 
said. “But you (the U.S.) were very 
generous. You have paid also for 
the armaments.” 

An Egyptian official said the 
Soviet-made arms were ferried in 
American planes to Pakistan, which 
borders Afghanistan and is now 
home to Afghanis, who have fled 
the Moscow-backed regime. 

In Washington, a State Depart- 
ment spokesman declined to 
comment on the report.

— A man serving 
a 15-year sentence for armed rob- 
bery escaped from bts guards 
yesterday while on a visit to his ail- 
ing father in the Neveh Sharett sec- 
tion of Tel Aviv. 

Herzl Avitan, 28, was escorted to 
his father’s flat by two warders of 
Shatta Prison, where he was 
imprisoned for robbing a Bank 
Leumi branch in Ramat Aviv in 


1979, using grenades and automatic 
weapons. At the end of his visit, he 
persuaded his guards to let him use 
tbe toilet, where he climbed out the 
window and escaped. 

Described by police as “a 
dangerous criminal,” Avitan is thin, 
1.7 metres tall with brown hair and 
a medium complexion. At the time 
of his escape he was wearing a light 
tricot shirt and brown slacks.

Sharon, Burg cordial, 
claim relations good

CAIRO. — "There could never 
ever be a ’crisis* between me and 
Dr. Burg," said Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon at a press briefing here 
last night as he and the elderly in- 
terior minister held each other's 
hands in a demonstration of com- 
radeship. 

Sharon and Burg were at pains to 
scotch speculation to the effect that 
all is not amiLy within the Israeli 
delegation to the autonomy talks — 
rumours that were fuelled yesterday 
by the fact that Sharon flew into 
Cairo on his own plane and flew 
out again Iasi night, leaving the 
other ministers to continue the talks 
without him. 

"It’s just that I'm very busy at the 
ministry." Sharon explained to 
newsmen. “I've been out of Israel 
for some time, and work has piled 
up." He had asked and received 
Burg's consent to leave early. It was 
quite untrue, he said that Premier 
Menachem Begin had to specially 
ask him to take time out to come to 
the autonomy talks. 

Sharon flew in yesterday morning 
aboard an iAF Westwind, accom- 
panied by Aiuflm Avraham Tamir 
and Yehoshua Saguy and several 
aides. Before leaving he met with 
Egyptian Defence Minister Abdul- 
Halim AbuftGhazala on aspects of 
the Sinai pullback and the nor- 
malization. 

However, despite the mutual 
profuse professions of praise and 
deference exchanged by the two 


ministers and duly recorded by at 
tending Israeli mediamen, there is 
undeniably a strange atmosphere in 
the large Israeli delegation here 
The deliberate efforts by its 
members to deny that there is strain 
or suspicion between them seem 
paradoxically, to fuel the flames of 
speculation. 

Sharon's comings and goings, his 
policy pronouncements on the West 
Bank, his sustained and skilful 
management of the media at home 
— all these cause unrest among 
some other members of the delega- 
tion. Plainly, Sharon's moves — or 
at least the public revelations of 
them — are not coordinated in ad- 
vance with Burg, and this fact alone 
disturbs the interior minister’s staff. 

While Sharon is careful to defer 
to Burg as head of the delegation, 
there is no doubt that he (Sharon) 
and his policies and his pronounce- 
ments are a main focus of interest at 
this resumption round. Burg has not 
yet adapted himself to Sharon's ac- 
tivist role — nor has Burg’s younger 
NRP colleague, Yehuda Ben-Meir, 
who is heading the Foreign 
Ministry's contingent to the talks 
here. 

The one man who has kept a cool 
detachment from all the whispered 
suspicions and jealousies is Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim (Likud- 
Liberals). A member of the 
autonomy team since its inception, 
he tends to say little at the 
negotiating sessions — but con- 
tributes significantly to the Israeli 
team’s backroom work. 


Atherton: U.S. ‘redoubling efforts’

CAIRO. — For the American am- 
bassador to Cairo, Alfred "Roy" 
Atherton, yesterday's formal 
reopening session of the long-stalled 
autonomy talks must have brought 
back a flood of memories. For it 
was Atherton who, almost four 
years ago, opened the very first 
Egypt-Israel(-U.S.) negotiations in 
the same place — the banqueting- 
halt of the Mena House hotel. 

At the lime, he was head of the 
U.S. delegation to the “Mena 
House Conference," an event that 
proved to be a prolonged damp 
squib but which at the time at- 
tracted enormous international at- 
tention. 

Yesterday, Atherton was at pains 
to assure the two protagonists that 
America’s devotion to the peace 
process has not weakened or flag- 
ged. "f-wanti”* he said,- >' to 
emphasize the Reagan administra- 


tion's commitment to remain a full 
partner. We are here to play a full 
role, to do all we can to help the 
process move forward.” 

Atherton's assurance apparently 
sought to allay concerns voiced in 
Israel this week following Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig's con- 
spicuous omission of all reference 
to the Camp David process in his 
address to the UN General As- 
sembly. 

The envoy also sought to soothe 
anxiety in both Israel and Egypt that 
Reagan's failure to appoint a 
“special envoy” to the resumed 
talks — on the pattern erf 1 Carter's 
special envoys, Strauss and 
Linowitz — meant any diminution 
of U.S. involvement. 

“In a way, we're redoubling our 
efforts,’’ Atherton told the formal 
reopening session. “We’rehere with 
two 'heads of delegation — Ambas- 
sador Lewis and myself.” 


Eight die in Lebanon militia battles 


BEIRUT (AP). — Clashes between 
rival Moslem militias in eastern and 
northern Lebanon left eight people 
dead and several others wounded in 
overnight street battles, Lebanese 
newspapers reported yesterday. 

In the eastern Lebanese village of 
Tamnin al-Fawka, the clashes pitted 
the pro-Iranian Amal (Hope) 
militias against the pro-Moscow 
Lebanese Communist Party. Three 
people were killed and five others 
wounded in the fighting. 

The independent Lebanese new- 
spaper An-Nahar said Amal in a 
communique blamed the Com- 
munists for killing two of their 
militiamen and tearing down 
posters of Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini and Imam Mussa Sadr, 
the Shi’ite imam of Lebanon who 
has been missing since travelling to 
Libya in' 1978. 

In the northern coastal city of 
Tripoli. 80 kilometres north of 
Beirut, the Sunni Moslem “Popular 
Resistance Front” clashed with the 
pro-Syrian Arab Democratic Party, 


killing five people and wounding 
several others, the Beirut new- 
spaper Al-Liwa reported. It was not 
clear what triggered the clashes, but 
the two have been vying for 
dominance in the country’s second 
largest' city and have repeatedly 
engaged in street battles. 

In another -incident a booby- 
trapped car yesterday exploded 
harmlessly near the Beirut head- 
quarters of the Progessive Socialist 
Party of Lebanon's top leftist 
leader, Walid Junblatt, but another 
explosive charge set to go off 
minutes later in the same car was 
defused, police reported.

Murder suspect out on bail 


HAIFA (Itim). — A man suspected 
of complicity in the murder of 
Yitzhak “Ika” Touboul, who has 
been missing since August 11. was 
released on bail yesterday by Haifa 
Magistrates Court Judge Sternal 
Kheir. 

As the man, Haim Shoshan, 29, of 
Haifa, left the court building 
afterwards, members of Touboul’s 
family shouted: “Hand over lka's 
body!” 

ToubouPs father, Mahlouf, his 
wife Esther and his aster, Rivka 
Tadmor, demanded that the police 
provide them with a bloodhound so 
that they can go searching for the 
corpse at Haifa's Oil Beach, where 
they say clairvoyants and 
astrologers have told them it is 
buried. 


The police base their suspicion 
that the man was murdered with 
Shoshan’s complicity on grapevine 
information, the presence of large 
blood spots in Shoshan's car on the 
day Touboul disappeared from 
sight, and on the resuits of a lie- 
detector test Shoshan underwent at 
his own request. 

Judge Kheir said the police had 
presented no additional evidence 
about ToubouPs alleged murder 
and Shoshan's alleged complicity 
beyond the testimony of an in- 
former. 


The judge ordered Shoshan to 
post a 1570,000 bond, report to the 
police twice daily, and not to leave 
his home after dark. He was also 
ordered not to leave the country. 


Jaywalker stabs policewoman with scissors 


TEL AVIV (Itim); —A 
policewoman was stabbed yesterday 
by a woman whom she wanted to 
ticket for crossing Rothschild 
Boulevard against a red light. 

Traffic-police constable Amalia 
Omcra, 22, stopped the woman and 
asked her for her particulars.

Telem rejects possible return to Labour

Hamat Gader alligators safely confined

TEL AVIV. — Die alligators recent- 
- ly imported from Florida are not 
fdangerous .and cannot escape from 
their farm, at Hamat Gader in the 
southern Golan, -Shlomo Ranot, 
director of the Hamat Gader tourist 
centre told newsmen here on Tues-. 
day. He said there is no danger any 
could escape into Lake Kjnneret 
and breed there. 

Ranot claimed that the imported 
alligatorslare the teastdangerous of 
this reptile family. “Comparing one 
of these alligators to a crocodile, for 
instance; is like someone trying to 
■ compare a pussycat to a tiger.” He 
added the alligators are particularly 
docile, because they were bred in 
captivity.- • • 

Ranot said the security precau- 
tions at Hamat Gader are above and 


.beyond -such standards anywhere in 
the world, “just the same, if any ex- 
perts come here and recommend 
adding any sort of safety precau- 
tion, we will gladly do so,” he said. 

Any freedom-seeking alligator 
would have to pass eight metal nets 
to escape, Ranot said. The holes of 
the nets are from half a centimetre 
to two centimetress wide, small 
enough to confine even newborn al- 
ligators. 

Ranot said the alligator farm will 
be open to the public starting next 
month. He hopes that over the years 
the alligators population will grow 
to several thousand. 

Hamat Gader was already famous 
in antiquity for its mineral baths. 
Opening next month are what 
Ranot describes as “the largest, 
most beautiful and best presented 
Roman baths ever to be un- 
covered.”

MAJDAL SHAMS. — Golan 
Druse villagers have officially 
started to hand back their Israeli 
identity cards to the Interior 
Ministry. One of the first who 
decided to do so was Muhsin Abu 
Saleh, the chairman of the Mas’ada 
local council. 

Abu Saleh, the leader of the 
Druse groups who linked their fate 
with Israel, admitted yesterday that 
he returned his ID because of the 
religious and social ban imposed on 
his family. 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post. Abu Saleh, who 
headed the Druse Zionist Organiza- 
tion in the Golan Heights, said it 
was his impression that the govern- 
ment was interested in the Druse 
handing back their identity cards. 
On the other hand, he expressed his 
-hope that the government would an- 


nex the Golan in the near future as 
it did in East Jerusalem. 

In the village of Mas’ada, in the 
northern sector of the Golan, 
Fnterior Ministry officials started 
yesterday to collect identity cards 
from Druse who decided to sur- 
render them. But only a few people 
actually appeared at the ministry 
branch -and signed the papers 
renouncing Israeli citizenship. 
Local Druse said that many of them 
learned about the decision very late. 

Druse who are still refusing to 
hand back their identity cards said 
that the last decision constituted 
capitulation to the pro-Syrian 
groups and to the religious leaders 
Who exploited their influence for 
political benefit. Pro-Syrian ac- 
tivists said the latest development 
shows that they are the real bosses 
of the Golan Heights and they in- 
tend to raise further demands from 
.the government.

Iranian dissidents shot for 
‘political activity in schools’ 


ANKARA lUPI). - Twenty-iwo 
dissidents accused of causing unrest 
in classrooms have died before fir- 
ing squads as Iran's ruling clergy 
organized a massive solidarity 
march yesterday to mark the start of 
a new academic year. 

Teheran radio said "several mil- 
lion” school-going boys and girls at- 
tended the Teheran rally. The girls 
were dressed in strict Islamic attire 
covering them from head to foot, 
residents contacted by telephone 
said. They added that organizers 
terminated the march at Teheran 
University, despite earlier plans for 
a three kilometre trek to Freedom 
Square near Mehrabad Airport. 

A revolutionary court statement 
broadcast by the radio gave no time 
or date for the executions, which 
brought the total since the downfall 
of exiled president Abolhassan 
8ani-Ssdr in June to 1.1-38. It said 


Polish would-be air hijackers thwarted 


WARSAW (API. — Police shot and 
wounded one of four hijackers after 
a Polish airliner they had tried to 
seize returned to Warsaw's inter- 
national airport Tuesday night, the 
Polish new's agency PAP reported. 

The pilot of the Soviet-built 
Antonov-24 had managed to divert 
the attention of the hijackers during 
a Warsaw-Koszalin flight and return 
to Warsaw, where a standoff 
developed, the agency reported. 


After exhausting all non-violent 
methods of getting the hijackers out 
of the plane, PAP reported, special 
police units opened fire. One of the 
four was seriously wounded. 


It was the sixth attempt to hijack 
a Lot Polish Airlines domestic flight 
since July 21, and came just four 
days after a dozen students hijacked 
a katowice-Warsaw flight to West 
Berlin.

The riots began after the death of 
Hans-Juergea Rattay, hit by a vehi- 
cle while protesting against police 
eviction of squatters. The riots 
spread during the night to a dozen 
other West German cities and 
Amsterdam. 


West German political commen- 
tators compared the wave of unrest 
to the beginning months of youth 
violence after the death of student 
Benno Ohnesorg during a protest 
march in West Berlin in 1967. 



Leaders of opposition parties in 
the city parliament plan to propose 
a vote of no-confidence today in 
Internal Affairs Senator Heinrich 
Lummer, whom they have accused 
of indirect responsibility for Rai- 
tay's death. 


Lummer ordered the police to 
evict squatters from eight houses on 
Tuesday and it was in clashes 
sparked by one such eviction that 
the young man died. 

The exact circumstances of Rat- 
tay' s death were unclear. Police say 
he tried to smash the windscreen of 
a moving bus, fell under the wheels 
and was dragged 80 metres.

The 12 officers were sentenced 
for their part in a mutiny in Chit- 
tagong that plunged Bangladesh 
into political uncertainty.

The Israeli diplomats are willing 
to "forgive" Kirkpatrick for her 
diplomatic "romance” with -Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Hammad during 
the Security Council debate on the 
raid on the Iraqi nuclear reactor, 
which led to a unanimous condem- 
nation of Israel. As Kirkpatrick ex- 
plained to Prime Minister Begin 
when they met in New York, her 
conduct during the Security Coun- 
cil discussion and the anti-Israel 
American vote was the least damag- 
ing from Israel’s point of view — an 
opinion shared by some Israeli 
diplomats, who still consider her to 
be the most pro-Israeli figure in 
Reagan's cabinet. 

BLUM STRESSES the “excellent 

wonangrcTBeto~-i^.’t.*i.~.i. — 

established between -the-American 
team and the Israeli mission, a 
relationship which contrasts sharply 
with the situation during the era of 
the Carter teams headed by Ambas^ 
sadors Andrew Young and Donald 
McHenry.

The 
Yemenis complained to the UN 
legal department, which advised 
that the Yemenis should be allowed 
to lerid the car to the PLO. The 
Americans didn’t "buy” this advice, 
and again threatened to confiscate 
the car. Terzi, according to in- 
formed sources, is now using only 
cabs... 

fflum believes that such 
American gestures and policies 
improve the Israeli position at the 
UN and at the same time, according 
to Foreign ^Minister Shamir, the 
strong pro- Israeli' attitude of the 
Reagan administration enhances 
Israel's position ‘in the Third World, 
whose members Constitute the ma- 
jority in the UN.\ 

"The Third World countries^ es- 
pecially those in Africa are always 
waiting for an American signalA 
Shamir told Israeli correspondents here. \ 
'The establishment of the new-, 
strategic cooperation is a very 
positive signal in their eyes and that 
encourages them to open new chan- 
nels to the Jewish Stale." 

Israeli diplomats recall that dur- . 
ing the previous General Assembly- 

reassess their relationship with" 
Israel and the Arab countries; they 
also point to the more positive 
voting record of some of the 
African members during the 
General Assembly debates on the 
Middle East. They expect even 
more encouraging signs to come 
from the Black continent, coin- 
ciding perhaps with the renewal of 
diplomatic relations with two or 
three African states, during the cur- 
rent session. 

THIS OPTIMISTIC view 
downplays several negative signs, 
such as the Kirkpatrick-Hammadi 
negotiations, the PLO-U.S. contacts 
during the Security Council debate 
that led to the Israel-PLO cease-fire 
in South Lebanon, and several 
“unclear" remarks by the American 
ambassador which implied . that 
PLO-American contacts are possi- 


ble in certain circumstances. j 

Moreover, it is not clear whether 
the new, less compliant American 
altitude toward the Third World 
which was reflected in the recent 
U.S. veto ort a Security Council 
resolution condemning South 
Africa for its invasion of Angola, as 
well as the Reagan administration's 
refusal to support the "darling’’ of 
the Third World — the Law of the 
Sea treaty — works to the advan- 
tage of Israel. 

It is true that, in an interview with 
The Post in May, Kirkpatrick said 
she felt that if the U.S. was success- 
ful in its attempt to abolish the 
“great ideological crusade” of the 
Third World, "we will also succeed 
in transforming the process where- 
by Israel is automatically the 
scapegoat." 

However, another school of 
thought at the UN — and Blum is 
aware of its existence, although he 
doesn’t agree with it — argues that a 
frustrated Third World bloc looking 
for a diplomatic "revenge" against a 
hostile America will find in Israel an 
ideal instrument. Thus, the new 
U.S. “macho’’ position which 
downplays the importance of the 
Third World majority might result 
in strengthening an African-Arab 
bloc aimed against the U.S.-South 
Africa-lsrael triangle. 

A FIRST indication of thaL 
development is the Arab League 
decision to support the Tanzanian, 
Salim Ahmed Salim, the candidate 
of the African bloc, for the position 
of secretary general when Kurt 
Waldheim's term expires at the end 
of 1981. Salim is considered one of 
the most anti-Israeli as well as anti- 
American African diplomats. 

“If the choice is between 
Waldheim and Salim, we ourselves, 
will fight as partners of the Soviets, 
and perhaps the Americans, in sup- 
porting Waldheim for a third term," 
said one Israeli diplomat. Observers 
here believe that if the Security 
Council members who recommend 
the secretary general to the General 
Assembly (and whose five perma- 
nent members can also veto a can- 
didate) is deadlocked on the succes- 
sion, they will turn to Waldheim, 
the “least worst" candidate from 
Israel's point of view. 

One subject that will haunt Israel 
during the General Assembly 
debate, and “might cause a lot of 
trouble" according to Blum, is the 
tuclear issue. Iraq and SO other 
Third World members have already 
. demanded a discussion of the Israeli 
raid on the Iraqi nuclear reactor, 
and the expectation is that there will 
^£a majority vote of condemnation.

The General Assembly is a con- 
venient place fo\ transacting 
bilateral business, and Foreign 
Minister Shamir, has', been b-jsy 
here this week conferringwith more, 
than a score of foreign ministers, in- 
cluding some whose states do not 
have diplomatic relations with 
Israel. He is due to axMress the As- 
sembly itself on October 1.

TOO MANY Na'amat members are 
automatic members, because they 
belong to the Hisiadmt, and don't 
have any real connection with' the 
Na’amat women’s movement, says 
Masha Lubelsky. who was elected 
secretary-general of Na'amat at the 
movement's convention this week. 
Some of the resolutions the conven- 
tion passed are designed to involve 
these “paper members’’ in tfie 
movement’s activities. 

“We want our local branches td 
organize activities for housewives,” 
she says, “and we. the elected 
national leadership, intend to visit 
places of employment. At the con- 
vention, we didn't go into detail 
about whether we’ll emphasize writ- 
ten information material, or mass 
meetings or some other way of 
reaching people. Those details will 
be worked out later." 

The convention debated, and pas- 
sed resolutions on, legislation deal- 
ing with the status of women. "The 
Equal Opportunities Law passed by 
the last Knesset only deals with 
hiring," Masha Lubelsky notes. 
“We want the law to deal with 
promotion, * professional training 
and other issues." 

At the recent Histadrut conven- 
tion, resolutions were passed 
promising women more equality 
within the Histadrut. Until now, 
women Histadrut employees had to 
retire at 60, while men could work 
until age 65. A new concept of a 
flexible and equal retirement age 
now allows women to work until 65, 
with the option of retirement at 60 
still open to those who want it. 

Women may now also be 
Histadrut members in their own

right, a privilege of particuiar 
relevance to housewives who until 
now have been Histadrut members 
through their husbands’ 
membership. "We’ve had ■ excep- 
tional cases of men wbo went to 
prison, were deprived of Histadrut 
membership and thus deprived their 
wives of membership. That can't 
happen now,” Lubelsky says, ad- 
ding that the Na’amat convention 
discussed implementation of these 
Histadrut decisions. 

THE CONVENTION expressed 
concern over cuts in the education 


budget and support for the idea of 
free kindergarten education for 
three and four year olds. “At the 
same time," Lubelsky says, “if free 
education is extended downward to 
age three, the government will have 
to rethink its policy of helping 
parents send their children to day 
nurseries. If larger subsidies aren’t 
provided for the six-month to three- 
year age group, many mothers will 
stay home until their children are 
three and eligible for* free 
kindergarten." 

Masha Lubelsky is concerned 
about the anti-religious image 
which Na’amat, in view of its fight 
over the abortion law and drafting 
of women, has developed — an 
image which alienates many women 
Histadrut members who are "paper 
members" of Na'amat. "We passed 
a resolution saying Na'amat 
respects Jewish tradition. That 
doesn't mean we’re going to teach 
Talmud at our clubhouses and com- 
munity centres, but it does mean 
we're not ami-religious. On issues of 
religion and state, we accept the 
Labour Party platform.” (Na'amat 
is dominated by an Alignment ma- 
jority of over &9 per cent.) 

THE CONVENTION also expres- 
sed serious concern about the plight 
of Jewish girls in Damascus. 
Though the resolution is declarative 
in nature, Lubelsky hopes it will 
have an operational effect, because 
Pioneer Women (Na'amat’s sister 
organization abroad) and the 
Socialist International will be asked 
to arouse public opinion on this is- 
sue.

TEL AVIV. — Centres For the. dis- 
tribution and maintenance of Israeli 
agricultural machineiY will be 
opened in the U.S., Latin America, 
Europe and South Africa as a result 
of the huge success of the Agritech 
exhibition at the Fair Grounds here 
last week. 

At a press conference here 
yesterday Rafi Ramon of the 
Agriculture Ministry explained that 
fanners abroad are used to buying 
their machinery from distributors in 
their own area, who also have spare 
parts in stock. They are not used to 
ordering such equipment months in 
advance from a foreign country, he 
said. The. new centres will provide 
this local access, as well as an op- 
portunity to make foreign 
customers .more aware of .what 
Israeli agriculture has achieved. 

"After Agritech 79, when we an- 
nounced that we would hold 
Agritech 81, we worried whether 
there, would be enough new things 
to show after, only two years," 
Ramon said. “In fact, the advances 
in these two years were so great that 
we were pleasantly surprised. We 
don't have any fears about Agritech 
83, which will be. held in September 
of that year. 

Over 120,000 visitors came to the 
four-day exhibition, including 1,300 
from 68 countries. 

Ramon said Agritech 83 will offer 


additional symposiums on such sub- 
jects as plant protection (including 
environmental aspects or using 
chemicals), cultivation in semi-and 
regions and treatment of plant dis- 
eases. Agriculture in developing 
countries will also be emphasized, 
because, as he put it, “the whole 
Third World came here on a 
pilgrimage for the exhibition." 

Michael Huter, of the Exhibitions 
Centre, said Agritech, in addition to 
being the largest export trade fair 
ever held in Israel, was the Only one 
which, the government didn’t sub- 
sidize. Most of the costs were borne 
by exhibitors, and the rest was 
covered by ticket sales. ’ 

Ramon said, however, that while 
the exhibitors aren’t asking for sub- 
sidies, they will need government 
help in the future, perhaps in the 
form of easier credit, because mov- 
ing agricultural machinery to the 
Fair Grounds is very expensive. 

Ramon stressed that the success 
of the fair, and the foreign orders it 
is expected to generate, will save, 
many' firms from closing. These 
firms can only survive, be said, if 70 
per cent of their business is in cx T 
ports, since the local market isn t 
big enough to support them. He 
couldn't give any figures on the 
amount of exports resulting from, 
the fair, since serious buyers use. 
these occasions to make contacts 
and place firm orders only 
afterwards. . *

New workers slow to join pension funds 


iRaw deal by publishers, writers claim

Some 80 per cent of Israel's 94- 
1 4,000 salaried workers and members 
of cooperatives, aged 14 and older, 
are insured by their employers in a 
pension fund. 

Data of the Central Bureau of 
Statistics published yesterday show 
that 45 per cent are insured in 
Histadrut funds, while the 
remainder are in line for govern- 
ment budgetary pensions or are in- 
sured in other kinds of funds. 

Sixtyrseven per cent of ail the in- 
sured employees have comprehen- 
sive coverage, including rights for 
the next of kin in the event of death 
and rights resulting from severance 
due to illness or injury. Some 19 per 
cent have basic coverage, which ap-Z, 
plies, only to retirement. • '

THE increasing flow of highly ad- 
vanced weapons to the Middle East 
is of increasing concern to the 
London-based International In- 
stitute for Strategic Studies, whose- 
annual journal Military Balance is 
published in London today. 

These sales of "very high perfor- 
mance aircraft continue to provide 
i form of diplomatic currency in the ■ 
Near East, with a number of 
countries seeking primarily high- 
performance American aircraft for 
a variety of reasons,” says the in- 
stitute. . , 

"The net effect is to introduce the 
latest technologies in aerial surveil- 
lance and combat into a number of 
regional arsenals, again raising 
questions over the ability of some 
states to assimilate weapons systems 
incorporating highly sophisticated 
technology.” 

In an exclusive interview with The 
Post, Colonel Jonathan Alford, 
deputy director of the institute, 
developed this theme. 

“What worries me is that the in- 
flux of weapons into an unstable 
area like the Middle East can lead 
to those weapons getting into the 
wrong hands,” he says. “This is an 
area where political fragility 
sometimes becomes exacerbated by 
an excessive injection of weapons 
incorporating high technology.” 
Alford says he, personally, 
believes the PLO .to be among the 
“wrong hands'*. The situation in 
Lebanon, he says, had been greatiy 
exacerbated "by a willingness to 
arm the various factions there, in- 
cluding the PLO.” 

The Military Balance lists the size 
of armies and details of weaponpr, 
country by country, but does not in- 
clude the PLO, which is not a state. 
Alford nevertheless agrees that the 
PLO is "an increasingly visible fac- 
tor in military terms." 
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The . sale of highly sophisticated arms to Middle East states is 
likely to increase in the future,.- British stra^gm analyst Jonathan 
Alford tells The Jerusalem Post's HYAM CORNEY. . 


DOES THE’ PLO pose a military 
threat to Israel? “If by ‘military 
threat' you mean that Israel is at 
risk from the PLO, then my answer 
would be ‘No.’ But in terms of inter; 
mittent damage that the PLO can 
cause locally, the increasing 
sophistication of weapons such as 
the BM 21 rocket-launchers makes 
it easier for them to attack Israeli- 
settlements." - 

Alford also has some interesting 
comments to make on the A WAGS. 
Even if they are sold to the Saudis, 
he says, they would not necessarily 
change the balance of power to 
Israel’s disadvantage. 

"Israel has no need for excessive 
concern. As long as the AWACS 
are in the hands of the Americans 

they are bound to be to start with 

for it will be some time before the 
Saudis are able to operate them — 
Israel has little to fear. It may be 10 
years or more before the Saudis 
learn how to operate and maintain - 
the AWACS and utilize the infor- 
mation obtained from them. 

"It also depends on whether they 
are used to patrol close to Israel! 
The information they could obtain . 
and the possibility of that informa- 
tion being shared with other 
countries might affect Israel's 


ability to maintain total secrecy. 
But the AWACS by themselves do 
not, in my opinion, constitute a . 
decisive threat to Israel.” 


ALFORD SAYS that if there were s 
to be another Arab-Isracl war in* < 
volving the: Saudis, the AWACS 
would be “terribly vulnerable,” par- 
ticularly to Israel’s F-15s and F-16&. 
"Even in iO years' time, it is 
questionable whether the Saudis 
would be able to use the AWACS to- 
their optimum value. Furthermore, 
Israel has got a pretty effective 
capability with its Hawkeye to see 
what is going on in Saudi Arabia/^ 

In military terms’ alone. Afford 
concludes, there was "nothing to. 
get hysterical about” if the Saudi* 
acquired the AWACS. Bu£- 
politically, their sale would indicate L . 
an American willingness "to res- • 
pond to Saudi pressure." 

This would not mean that they - 
- are abandoning Israel, but that they 
are affected by "cross-cutting pres- 
sures.” 

As for future trends in the Middle 
East, Afford warns of increasing use 
of arms sales as "diplomatic currcn- . 
cy” to satisfy cross-cutting pres- / 
sures. He* also believes that the/ 
Arab stales. 'will slowly improve .
